has brought 
about a gradual decrease in sea­ 
sonal highs «nd lows In the past 
IO years. 
As more and more farmers gear 
for year-around 
production, 
the 
concentration of farrowing? in the 
spring and fall is 
reduced. 
This 
means 
sm aller 
differences 
in 
monthly production Spring farrow- 
ings still exceed fall farrowing?, 
but 
the 
fall 
farrowing 
now ac­ 
counts for a little larger share of 
the total crop. For example, fall 
farrowing* were 39 per cent of the 
annual total in 1950, but 43 percent 
in 1959 
September 
remains 
Hie 
peak 
month for fall farrowing*. March, 
however, has replaced April as the 
high month for spring farrowings 
June has 
replaced 
July 
as 
the 
summer low and November has 
replaced Decem ber as winter low 
in farrowings. 
Since hogs are regularly slaught­ 
ered in the U. S. 6 to 9 months 
after farrowing, the seasonal pat­ 
tern is slaughter is largely deter­ 
mined bv the pattern of farrowings.

In Steel Seen 


Due in March 


CLEVELAND (A P)—The editor- 
in-chief of Iron Age Magazine says 
March will bring the steel indus­ 
try an upward trend which will 
I increase to boom proportions for 
1962. 
Tom Campbell made the predic­ 
tion 
Thursday 
in 
addressing 
a 
group of Cleveland industrial, bus­ 
iness and shipping leaders. 
He also forecast a steel strike 
in 1962. explaining that he could 
see no basic factors in manage- 
ment-union relations which would 
Vindicate a peaceful settlement of 
contract talks. 
“ The reason for the boom acti­ 
vity in 1962 will be due to three 
things,” Campbell said. “They are 
fear of a strike in July 1962, a 
i necessary buildup in inventories 
and a reflection of the general 
economy having also picked up 
; substantially.” 
He said the odds favoring a steel 
strike in 1962 are 65-35, predicting 
I the union would insist on new 
fringe benefits and more employ­ 
ment security while the com pan­ 
ies would resist increased labor 
costs while domestic and inter­ 
national competition b e c o m e s 
somewhat more rugged than at 
any tim e since the 1930s. 
“ In the foreseeable future Amer­ 
ican steel m akers will face the 
prospect 
of 
larg seal stel im ­ 
port when and if steel demands 
fall off in Europe and Jap an .” 
Campbell said. “ This will be the 
reverse of what happened in the 
1930s when we shipped substantial 
supplies of steel abroad when our 
domestic consumption was at a 
low ebb.”

Restoring the Balance 


In the midst of American blues about 
the strain on the dollar because of unfav­ 
orable international monetary balances, 
the forecast is made that 1961 is likely to 
be the b a n n e r peacetime export year 
for the ll. S. At the sam e time there will be 
only a slight increase in U. S. imports. 
Thus, on the basis of trade alone, Uncle 
Sam s balance would be quite favorable 
and 
gold 
would 
be 
flowing westward 
across the Atlantic. 
But Washington has been giving away 
dollars in foreign aid, in subsidizing do­ 
mestic producers to get their products 
into the world markets, and in other ways. 


That rot only cancelled* favorable p r i v a t e 
trade b a l a n t e but turned the balance 
against the U. S. If the present rate of gold 
flow fr«>m the U S. were continued, the 
Couatry would have nary a gold dollar le ft 


in four years. 
Washington has been overly generous in 
applying U S. Treasury poultices to the 
ills of the res’, of tile world. Now the gov­ 
ernment has become uneasy and is begin­ 
ning to take steps to restore the balance — 
steps such as bringing some dependents 
of m ilita r y personnel abroad home and 
asking Europe to share more of the load.

How About a Purple Dollar? 


Let us look at this gold problem 
realistically and analyze the fac's 
no m atter how unpleasant; 
1 
We need first of all. to ana 
I vie what the various countries 
owe to us and on what t e r m s . 
These agreem ents are not always 
public nor do the available data 
explain quite w h a t the amounts 
are, when they are due. in what 
form they are to be paid. 
lf we can get back what is ow­ 
ing to us rn gold, we shall undoubt­ 
edly find a large addition to our 
gold stocks, 
2 What is our government doing 
about “ hot m o n o " ? Several > ears 
ago. I raised the question of “ hot 
m o n o ” and a Senate com m ittee 
began to make 
an investigation. 
But it was soon c a l l e d off. The 
“ hot money' runs into billions. 
What is ‘‘hot money” ? 
There are 
several 
kinds, 
the 
m o't usual being money deposited 
abroad for purposes of tax evas­ 
ion and tax abidance. Consider 
able sums, running into billions of 
dollars, are on deposit in Switzer­ 
land Nassau, Venezuela, P anam a, 
and Hongkong 
Furtherm ore, a study needs to 
be made of the shift around of doll­ 
ars betw een the I'm ted S t a t e s 
and Canada involving such com 
mocities as newsprint, craft paper, 
w h i s k y and other liquors. The 
hidden money is not limited to the 
illegally possessed funds of rack­ 
eteers but involves many of the 
most respectable men in business 
and banking 
The probability is that if the Un­ 
ited States were able to call 
in 
funds hidden away or if our cur­ 
rency. which is now green, w e r e 
printed red or purple and 60 days 
were allowed for the change 
over 
from one colored currency to an* 
o t h e r , those who h a l t evaded 
taxes by 
hiding their 
m o n e y 
abroad, would be sore put to it to 
become honest men 
For w h o e'er possessed the green 
currency, after 
a 
certain 
date, 
would find it convertible only by 
the Federal Reserve Bank which 
would dem and a full explanation 
as to the source of the funds and 
why no taxes were paid on them. 
This would bring the government 
an enormous 
return 
aU 
f r o m 
abroad. 
“Hot money” classically is mon­ 
ey from gambling, from bootleg­ 
ging, from taking rash under the 
table in com m erc/tl transactions 
etc., etc Whoever owns “ hot mon 
ey” faces the problem of legitimist 
lzing it. 
One m ay 
have 
millions 
sunk 
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away in a Swiss bank but there 
comes a tim e when it must be used 
in legitimate transactions 
to be 
useful. This is no easy m atter. 
If one holds such “ hot money ’ 
in the United Slater, unless it be of 
a very small amount, it becomes 
a menace. He cannot get rid of it: 
he cannot use it; it might be stolen 
or burned or lost 
Therefore, the 
smart owner of such mosey find' 
a way to get it out of the county 
Switzerland offers an excellent 
haven for 
such 
crookedness. 
\ 
Swiss bank will hold a nam eless 
account to which is given a num ­ 
ber and nobody in the bank but its 
most 
confidential 
officers 
will 
know whose account it is 
The bank will then undertake to 
“ manage" the money for a 
fee. 
Such managem ent .is not in 
the 
owmer's nam e but is in the nam e 
of a Swiss bank or a Swiss lawyer 
Thus the money, stolen though it 
may be, is legitimatized 
It owns American securities or 
American buxines* houses or Am­ 
erican land, or for tha’ 
m atter, 
similar properties in other coun­ 
tries. The beneficial owners are 
never disclosed. Swiss laws pro­ 
tecting the anonymith of the own 
ers of this money. 
Thus far. the government of the 
United States has never been able 
to break through this secrecy, It 
cannot discover the names of the 
Americans who are robbing the 
government of the United Stales. 
Switzerland’s non - cooperative 
ness in this is not unique None of 
the tax haven countries cooperate 
with the United State' 
Much can 
be done. For instance, the with­ 
drawal of green money say in 60 
days and the 
rejection of

money without adequate rxplana 
Hon as to its original source and 
evidence of the payment of income 
tax. The S w i s s banks would be 
clogged with unusable American 
dollars. 
Of course, the exchange value of
